REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
For The Year 1924 


/ From sept. 18, 1924 to Jan. 29, 1925, Inclusive 

The schools of Windham, N. H., have been visited 
at the rate of 1-2 day each week. Each pupil has beer 
thoroughly examined as to their general health. Phy- 
sical defect checked up, and notices of same sent toa 
each parent. Each pupil has been weighed and meas- 
ured, and as careful supervision as is possible is kept 
over the pupils. 

I find the physical condition of the children in 
Windham on an average is quite good; andi is improv- 
ing with each year. Due to the fact IJ believe, that 
parents being notified of: the physical defects found 
are trying very hard to have them corrected as soou 
as is possible, and in this way are helping their chi1- 
dren to be better equipped physically to handle thei 
problems mentally. As a sound, healthy body means 
a bright, active, intelligent intellect, 

Would like to make a few recommendations 
which I think are needed. 

It is gratifying to know that the teachers are in- 
terested and willing to prepare a hot nourishing lunch 
for their scholars. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Windham School Board :— 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my fifth au 
nual report. The outstanding features of the work 
pertaining to the schools during the past year appea1 
to have been an increased attendance, reorganization 
of the health work, increased efficiency in teaching, 
individual studies of the capacities and abilities o1 
each pupil, and a more effective adaptation of the 
teaching according to the needs disclosed.

ATTENDANCE 


There was a decrease in the average membership 
this year of nine pupils on the basis of a comparison 
with the membership of last year. While the enrott- 
ment has varied a small number each year for the past 
few years, the attendance has shown a gradual im- 
provement. The average absence has decreased from 
0.0 pupils per day to 4.65 pupils per day making a 
decrease in the number of absences of nearly 20 per 
cent. This is a commendable improvement in ow 
schools, a feature that parents, pupils and teachers 
may well be proud of. 


TESTS 


In order to determine, as accurately as practica- 


ble, the abilities of the children and their capacity for 
work tests have been given during the past few years 
to all of the children. The tests included tests of men- 
tal ability, accuracy and facility in the use of figures, 
power to think in the solution of problems, spelling, 
punctuation, capitalization, sentence structure, gram- 


mar, the rate of reading, and the ability to understand 


what was read. 


The results disclosed that in each class there 
was a wide range of ability, some were advanced in 
grade, but as far as possible each child was placed 
ina group of children having approximately his work- 
ing rate and the work and rate of progress was adap- 
ted to the group consistent with thorough instruction. 
such a classification reduces the number of fail- 
ures. By employing a maximum course of study for 
the brighter children and a minimum course of study 
for the slower pupils there is a normal development 
for each child and a happier progress through the 
school. Many of the industrious pupils were shown 
‘to make up for their lack in general ability while many

of the children really brilliant for their ages and 
grades have to meet the requirements of a maximum 
amount of work. 

The problem in the Windham schools is not the 
necessity of more rapid advancement through the 
grades, but the enrichment of the work, widening 
the scope, and increasing its requirements so that 
children will be required to work with interest and ap- 
plication and thus develop their inborn gifts. 


TEACHERS 


Last year we had no teachers with normal train 
ing. This year we were fortunate to secure the ser- 
vices of a normal trained teacher. It is the policy ot 
the School Board and the superintendent to encourage 
all teachers to secure the necessary training for grad- 
uation from the normal school. Two of the teachers 
of my district secured their normal diplomas last year 
with but little interference with their work as teacher 
in. their schools. 


HEALTH 


Once a month the school nurse has visited each 
schoolroom for the purpose of checking up the health 
of the pupils, their physical condition, and the sanita- 
tion of the premises. One full day every other week 
_has been reserved by the nurse for Windham. The 
nurse employed this year by the district is Miss 
Martha Daley who was, until last October, employed 
as district nurse in Derry. Miss Daley recently passed 
the State examination, qualifying her to do this work, 
with honor marks is performing her work in the 
school room skillfully.

MUSIC 


The action of the district last year was very com- 
mendable. Music is one of the subjects that has come 
into the program from a popular demand. Good 
music creates happiness and harmonizes and attunes 
our lives to our environment, Good progress is being 
made with the music. The best results cannot be ex- 
pected until the children have had four or five years of 
supervision. The teachers enjoy the co-operative in 
the instruction quite as much as the children. It is 
a very fine thing that the district did when they put 
music in the curriculum. 

There are many other phases of the routine work 
of the schools in Windham I would like to report upon 
but I realize that a town report has its limits, I take 
this opportunity, however, to express my sincere ap 
preciation of your hearty co-operation, and that of the ~ 
teachers, parents and children. All of us are working 
to the tame end.
